THE HENRY FORD GRAB. 


When Muscle Shoals first came on the market 
there were no acceptable bids for the partly devel- 
oped site. But there was one bidder who was ac- 
ceptable to the farmers of the country. When they 
learned that Ford offered to manufacture nitrogen 
for fertilizer they leaped to the conclusion that, 
being Ford, he would manufacture it in unlimited 


quantities and sell it cheap. Because of its enthu- 
siasm for this project the House has passed a bill | 
Which would turn Muscle Shoals over to Henry) 
Ford, plants and all, for $5,000,000. ‘ 
Senator Norris’ attempt to block this measure in 
the Senate is based on certain facts which the Mid-| 
dle West and South evidently do not know. Muscle 
Shoals is potentially a greater source of water 
power than Niagara. Once harnessed, it will pro- 
duce enough electrieity to light every home in the 
South. As a Government reserve, Teapot Dome is 
i bagatelle beside it. And Mr. Ford’s offer for a 
100-year lease on this power and the improve- 
ments costing $106,000.000 is $5,000,000 and-a 
guarantee to manufacture 40,000 tons of fixed 
nitrogen yearly at a profit of not more than & per 
cent, 

To accept this bid would scrap the Federal pow- 
er act, create a precedent for the dissipation of 
other reseryes and establish the Ford interests in a 
power monopoly to endure till the year 2025. 
Granting Mr. Ford a miracle man, granting his 
efficiency, his philanthropy, his willingness to do 
better than his promises,, the fact is that he will 
not live to be 160 years old. What his heirs or suc- 
cessors might do with Muscle Shoals is a conjec- 
ture, There is no guarantee. And Congress should 
not give away to the unknown heirs of Henry Ford, 
without chance of recapture for a century, one of 
the greatest properties in. the United States.

“The price of immunity from an- 
other such disaster as the World 
War,” Prof. Fisher declared, “‘is 
either to go into the armament in 
dead earnest, to have one of the 
largest navies in the world, a larger 
standing army, great munition fac- 
tories and to pile up great ac- 
cumulations of armaments—or, to 
league with other nations in Umit- 
ing armaments. 

“It used to be thought that the 
development of international trade 
was the very circumstance to save 
Europe from war. The growth of 
commerce has increased the need 
of peace, but has not increased the 
probability of peace. Peace has 
grown more and more necessary 
but scarcely less frequent. 

‘The basic fact is that the world 
has shrunk into one great neigh- 
borhood, but has not yet adjusted 
itself to its new state of existence.”’ 

Prof. Fisher likened the League 
to a great mutual war insurance 
company with its members finding 
it cheaper to pay small insurance 
premiums than to maintain great 
armies. The League’s central pur- 
pose, he declared, is to offer some 
alternative to war—to provide “an 
easy, just and honorable method of 
escaping the necessity of war.’
